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| EDITORIAL | 
Memorials to Our Soldiers 


A subject which is engaging the 
attention of the people of Canada, 
whether they be resident in a metro- 
politan city or in the smallest ham- 
let, is the manner in which they can 
best and most appropriately com- 
memorate the memory of their fel- 
low Canadian citizens who, in the 
service of their country and Empire, 
gave their lives in the Great War. 
There is no difference of opinion that 
some fitting memorial should be 
erected in each centre of population 
in this Dominion, large or small. 
There is also unanimity of opinion 
that in every instance the memorial 
should be just as fine as it is within 
the capabilities of the people to pro- 
vide, The only question is what 
form these memorials should take, 

Recalling the magnificent memor- 
ial monuments, shafts, statues, arches, 
fountains, museums, and other-struc- 
tures to be found on every hand 
throughout the countries of the Old 
World, one realizes that in this new 
country of Western Canada there is 
a sad lack of these artistic and in- 
spiting structures, Of course our 
history has been brief, and but as a 
passing moment in the life of a na- 
tion. We have, of necessity, been 
obliged to confine attention very 
largely to the provision of the more 
practical and utilitarian needs of our 
pioncer condition. But the time has 
now arrived when it becomes our 
duty to commemorate in some per- 
manent manner the glorious memory 
pf our soldiers, and to do so in such 
& way as to provide a source of in- 
spiration for all future gencrations of 
Canadians, 

In some sections of the Dominion 
there appears to be a tendency to 
exploit this universal desire to pro- 
vide fitting memorials to our 6ol- 
diers by crecting some building or 
Institution which is a need of —the 
community in any event. This is not 
the right spirit, and it should be dis- 
couraged. No attempt should be 
made to capitalize public sympathy 
with the idea of a memorial in order 
to provide some service which soon- 
er or later would have to be provided 
in the public interest. Whatever 
form the memorial may take, it 
should be provided because it is a 
memorial, and not because of any 
other motive. 

Each community will, of course, de- 
cide for itself the form and character 
of the memorial to its own fallen 
heroes. In some places it has been 
suggested that this should take the 
form cf an endowment fund for the 
better education of the children of 
the poorer people, and thus give 
them an equal opportunity with the 
children of the more well-to-do. The 
establishment of orphanages, hospi- 
tals and other philanthropic institu. 
tions is urged in other places. In 
some of the smaller communities the 
erection of a simple tablet or monu- 
ment is advocated, while in larger 
centres a lofty shaft or stately mon- 
ument or magnificent arch is felt to 
be most suitable, 

The character of the memorial, im- 
portant as it may be; is, after all, not 
the most important consideration. 
What is important is the spirit ani- 
mating the people in providing the 
memorial, and the lasting effect it 
will have on the life of the

Oil Man Died‘in Augusta, Ga,

ed here that the Hon, W. J, Hanna, 
head of the Canadian end of the 
Standard Oil company, former food 
controller for Canada, and one time 
provincial secretary of Ontaria, has 
died in Augusta, Georgia. He went

William Jolin Hanna was born of 
Trish origin in Adelaide township, 
Middlesex county, Ont., in October, 
1862. He was admitted to the bar in 
1890, became a King’s counsel in 
1908, and. was early known as a very 
successful company or corporation 
lawyer. He unsuccessfully contested 
West Lambton, Ont., for the house of 
commons in 1900, but was elected to 
the Ontario legislature for the same 
constituency in 1902, and represented 
it in the local house till 1916 when he 
resigned his seat.

Building Codes 
Resu.t in Waste 


Should Be So Made That ‘It Can Be 
Revised 


Probably the . most tremendous 
waste in building construction is in- 
voluntary and due to laws regulating 
building construction existing in the 
form, of state and municipal codes, 
says the American Architect. Efforts 
must be made, the article says, tp cor- 
rect these involuntary wastes. 

“The preparation and cnactment 
of building codes,” the article says, 
“is gencrally a slow process, being 
usually in the hands of commis- 
sions or committees appointed for 
that purpose. ‘The personnel of these 
committes is often unfortunate, being 
dictated by political or private inter- 
ests of compounded of too many hon- 
est and well intentioned persons 
whose competency based on broad 
experience and real practical knowl- 
edege ,is questionable, 

“The code should contain only the 
minimum requirements that are 
necessary to insure that a building is 
structurally safe and Sanitary, with 
adequate provision for  fire-preyen- 
tion and safety to life, Following an- 
tiquated precedents, most codes are 
specifications in effect, long winded 
and often contradictory in their pro- 
visions. It seems ridiculous that a 
law should describe, in minute and 
verbose detail, how mortar should be 
mixed or shingles laid. These things 
are within the province of the archi- 
tect’s activities, and belong in his 
plans and specifications which are 
always subject to the approval of the 
building departments, 

“A code should be so made that it 
can be revised as fast as progress in 
building construction takes place, 

“A city which has an improper 
building code is handicapped and its 
growth hindered by the burden of 
useless costs incorporated in build- 
ing construction, The intelligent in- 
vestor in such projects will locate in 
such cities that make it possible for 
him to secure an adequate return for 
his investments to which every in- 
vestor is entitled, It needs no argu- 
ment to substantiate the fact that 
the state of the building industry in 
any community is the index of its 
prosperity. If then behooves those 
who have the interests of the indus- 
try at heart, architects, enginecrs, 
contractors, material producers, real- 
tors and citizens generally, to make 
to proper revision »f building codes 
‘now the first order{ of business.”
